This reckless short sell- 
ing of December wheat Is slowly but 
gurely working Uo market In the 
same position which developed In the 
September, and before tile end (if De-

successfully put the price of both oats 
and corn, each, higher than this more

States alone, will materially encliance 
the price long before another harvest, 
and If bought at anything like present 
prices, that at tho worst, It cannot
